An amendment to the School At- 
tendance Act provides compul- 
sory attendance of all children oyer 10 
years of age except those under ten 
years who are compelled to attend 
‘whero they jive not more than two 
and a half miles from a school, = 

Another amendment provides that 
where a warning notice to parents is 
sent out by a school attendanee offi- 
cer, the parents have five days in 
which to send their children to school 
‘Under the old act where the attend- 
jance rule was broken each month, such 
notices had to be sent out monthly, 
and separate ones for each chili. 
Hereafter one notice suffices for the 
entire year, and for all children, and 
subsequent violations are punishable 
under the first notice: =
